The highest number that 
was allowed was 1,280 acres. That 
was to a town containing five thou- 
sand inhabitants. Now, Salt Lake 
City had outgrown the conditions for 
which the town-site act was designed, 
and the inhabitants could not obtain 
title under it to their homes. My 
predecessor, Hon. W. H. Hooper, 
succeeded in getting a special act of 
Congress passed to meet the exigency. 

The boundaries of the incorporated 
cities of Utah Territory were made 
very extensive. There was a good 
reason for this. It is to be found in 
the fact that the settlements of Utah 
Territory were differently situated 
from those of every other pert of the 
country. We had to do our farming 
by means of irrigation. We had to 
adopt the Mexican system of living 
in pueblos or villages; and it was 
thought a wise thing for municipal 
authority to be extended over the 
farms, the fields, the water, so that 
the water could be controled and 
come within municipal regulations, 
and that men who farmed in the 
country might be within the towns, 
and have the social advantages, the 
school n and other advan- 
tages that were there to be obtained. 
Besides, it was an Indian country, 
and we had to live in villages to se- 
cure protection. But — the old 
law no man could pre-empt inside of 
an incorporated city. This was found 
out after the land laws were extended 
over the Territory.

What folly, 
then, to turn from the one great source 
of light, the Sun of righteousness, to 
follow the feeble and uncertain light 
of human wisdom.

THE CLAIMS OF JUSTICE. 


Ite this world of trial and transgression, where temptations like bandaging 
hosts assail the citadels of man’s virtue and integrity, and he through weak- 
ness or through wilfulness so often surrenders to these enemies of his soul, 
the thoughtful mind is consoled by the reflection that God's mercy enduroth 
forever,” and the hope that His boundless charity, so deservedly magnitied as 
the greatest of the Christian graces, will cover and condone the “ multitude 
of sins” committed by mankind in this mortal probation. 

That this will be realized to a vast extent, is undoubtedly true. No one so 
Fully appreciates the inherent weakness of humanity, or is so eminently 
capable of making due allowance therefor, as the all-wise, all-merciful Maker 
of heaven and of earth, and it is a sweet and commendable trait in human 
nature to trust in the far-reaching compassion of the Eternal Father, and rely 
with calm confidence upon his loving promises of forgiveness and salvation 
to the uttermost. But while we may reasonably hope much from these 

assurances, we should not fail to remember that there are some things 
required of us in the premises, and while we extol mercy as one of the highest 
virtues of the Divine character, and rely upon it implicitly as an everlasting 
medium of salvation, we should not ignore the existence of another eternal 
attribute, equally as great and admirable, without which God would cease to 
exist as God, and upon which the proper and legitimate exercise of all true 
mercy depends. The attribute referred to is that of eternal justice, than 
which there can be nothing grander or more essentially godlike in the nature 
of Deity. A principle which rewards all men according to their merits, 
which shows mercy where mercy is due, and chastises where chastisement is 
necessary, respecting no person fur name, wealth or position, but dealing out 
with honest, impartial hand the exact and unerring recompense of every good 
or evil action, is surely entitled to at least equal praise with even the divine 
quality of mercy, for without it that mild and mediating principle must neces- 
sarily cease to exist. Neither of them, inleed, could exist in perfection 
withont the other. It is always just to be merciful, and it is always merciful 
to be just. They might be denominated the Siamese attributes of Divine 
economy, for a separation would certainly prove fatal to both. 

But whether the poet or the philosopher may feel inclined to mete out to 
justice her merited sum of consideration, ur whether, as now, the thoughtless will 
continue to cherish the erroneous idea that in the Last Day mild-eyed Mercy 
will occupy the judgment seat to the exclusion of ber sterner associate, will 
make no manner of difference with the fact itself. Divine Justice will eventu- 
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ally be recognized in all her supreme value and significance, and side by side 
with her twin sister, Mercy, will sit enthroned in the great trial hall of Eter- 

across whose solemn threshold Time’s weary feet are already venturing. 
will be no dissenting between those mighty magistrates Tie 
utmost unanimity will prevail in all their decisions—the otitgrowth of 
their mutual consultation—for neither could possibly be induced to oppose 
the claims or set aside the righteous rulings of the other. 

We have no reason to believe that a righteous action will ever go 
unrewarded, or that a wicked deed can possibly remain unpunished. In the 
operation of the eternal fitness of things either omission is rendered 
utterly impossible. No man can perform, or leave unperformed any act, be it 
great or small, good or evil, without receiving, however unsought, a corres- 

ding recompense. Its arrival may be slow or swift, its nature temporal or 
re iritual, its effect felt in time or in eternity; but its coming is certain 
and its consequence sure, and no power will intervene to prevent. ‘Obedience 
to any just law will bring to pass the benefit upon which it is predicated, while 
the violation of the law, will as invariably result in defeating the object of its 
creation. Every seed that is sown produces after its own proper kind; in 
accordance with the principle of eternal fitness, which is only another name 
tor justice, with the Divinely appointed operations of which there can be no 

terference whatever. The legitimate exercise of a mental faculty or a 

puysical organ contributes to its strength and expansion, while the neglect or 
Abuse of the same will dwarf and debilitate its powers. The observance of a 
moral or spiritual law influences the growth and formation of an upright 
character, while its transgression retards the soul's development atid tends to 
weaken and vitiate its capabilities. And it should also be remembered that 
these effects are lasting and irrevocable. Repentance and reformation will 
accomplish much, but they cannot recall the past or restore that which has 
vanished forever. A nail driven into a smooth and beautiful wall may be 
withdrawn, but it will leave its mark there, which all the cunning of human 
art will find it impossible to entirely obliterate. A man shot in battle may 
recover from his wound, but the bullet which pierced him will leave its scar 
in his flesh, and in some way conduce to the weakening of his system. Even 
ao may the spirit of man be blemished by an act of folly. or of wickedness; 
its perpetration may be repented of, but its impression is unavoidable. These 
are the operations of justice, eternal justice, which demands an effect for every 
gause, whose claims are as irresistible as her rewards are inevitable; who 
honestly pays all that she owes, but as carefully collects all that is owing 
her. The demands of justice must be satisfied, and all the mercy in the 
bternal worlds could not nullify or successfully oppose them. Mercy may 
condone the past, mitigate the present, and newly provide for the future, but 
she cannot check the ceaseless flow of time or roll back the advancing wheels 
afi:retribution. A moment past is a moment annihilated. An opportunity 
unimproved has written its own warning epitaph. A mis-spent talent isa 
priceless pearl cast from a spendthrift’s hand into the unsearchable abyss. of 
eternal oblivion. Mercy can do much, but she cannot work impossibilities. 
U is no part of her ministry to turn time up-stream and bring back the 
Sqnandered treasures that lie buried in its unfathomable depths. 
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The little child which thrusts its tiny hand into the fire, may be forgiven 
for disobeying the parental behest, but its fingers will be burned neverthe- 
less, and though tenderly bandaged by a pityiug mother’s care, must smart 
and tingle with pain till the due time of alleviation arrives. The mot 
personifies mercy, the fire represents justice ; the one softening the punish- 

ment, the other exacting the expiation. The child is the victim of pain 
the recipient of pity, and has learned a useful lesson which it ought to 
remember forever. Thus it is that justice and mercy operate conjointly for 
good, and thus it is that from every apparent evil some good invariably 
springs. Saul of Tarsus, through the tender mercy of God, was forgiven for 
persecuting the Suints, but his subsequent sufferings plainly showed how 
much he was required to undergo in order to prove himself worthy of 
that gracious boon. It is true his experience was the common lot 
of his fellow Apostles, but this fact does not refute the other, that he thereby 
expiated his previous transgression. All who fight against God and 
his purposes, are incurring a serious debt which must sooner or later be 
settled with heavy interest. It is so with every transgression. The soul that 
sins becomes a debtor to justice, whose inexorable claims must in some 
manner be satisfied. It is no more than right that this should be. It is 
judgment to the line and righteousness to the plummet. The Son of God 
was sacrificed thut sinners might be saved, but they must suffer for their own 
sins notwithstanding. The Savior died that man might live, but that 
does not hinder man’s dying in the flesh to discharge the vast debt contracted 
through Adam’s transgression. Christ paid to justice the portion which 
man was unable to pay, but it was left for the buman race to liquidate the 
balance, and complete the vindication of a violated law. It was heavenly 
mercy which induced and effected the redemption of mankind, but it was eternal 
justice which pronounced the penalty and administers the universal doom.

IN MEMORIAM. 

Elder John Parry, master mason of the Logan Temple, died at Logan City, 
Cache County, Utah, on the 16th ult., at the advanced age of 64 years. He 
was the son of John Parry and Mary Williains, and was born at Newmarket, 

North Wales, on the 13th of October, 1817. 3 
In the year 1844 he learned from one of his friends that Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith were killed. He hud heard false reports about Joseph Smith and the 
“Mormons” before this, and wus somewhat prejudiced against them. As 
soon as the news was told him of Joseph Smith’s death, something whispered 
to him, He was a servant of God.” He heard but little about the Latter- 
day Saints until he removed to Birkenhead, in 1846. While living there; he 
visited Liverpool and was invited to go and hear some Latter-day Saint 
Elders preach. He attended two of their meetings, one in the day time and 
one in the evening. At the close of the evening meeting, he and his father 
handed in their names for baptism. On the 12th of September, 1846, he and 
his parents were baptized into the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, by Elder Thumas Wilson. He was ordained an Elder about the 7th 
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of October of the same year, by Apostle John Taylor. In March, 1847, he 
was called upon to preside over u branch of the Church at Birkenhead, After 
he was ordained an Elder, he spent his time in working at his trade for. 
support, and traveling through Wales to preach the Gospel and organize 
branches of the Church. Many times in his labors he was mobbed, and once 
or twice barely escaped with his life. | | 

On the 26th of December, 1853, he was married to Harriet Julia Roberts, 
and in the beginning of the year 1856, after laboring in the ministry nearly 
ten years, was released to emigrate to Utah. He embarked at Liverpool on 
the 19th of April, crossed the plains ina handcart company, and arrived in 
Salt Lake Valley on the 3rd of Octuber, 1856. He settled in Salt Lake City. 
In the fall of 1857 he was ordained a member of the 37th Quorum of Seven-. 
ties. He was called upon a mission to Great Britain in April, 1865. He 
labored faithfully upon this mission until released to return home, after an 
absence of four years. 

After returning home he worked at his trade in Salt Lake City and adjacent 
places until the 7th of August, 1877, when he was called to take charge of the 
mason work on the Logan Temple. He accordingly removed with his fami 
to that pluce. He superintended the ne of the Temple until his death, 
On the lst of August, 1880, he was appointed to preside over the High Priests 
Quorum of the Cache Stuke of Zion. Since he joined the Church he has been 
true to his covenants and labored faithfully for the building up of the kingdom 
of God. He was a kind and indulgent husband, father and friend. In his 
disposition he was quiet and unassuming, and was never known to find fault 
or complain, but when called upon to do anything cheerfully obeyed without 
auy questions. He was a truly excellent man; and by his departure socie 
is deprived of an honest citizen, a true Suint and a generous, kind-h 
friend. He loved his relatives and friends, and in return was beloved by all 
who knew him. He left a wife and five children. 

The funeral services over his remains were held in the Logan Tabernacle on 
the 19th ult., upon which occasion about 2,000 persons were present. 
Addresses were delivered by Apostle Moses Thatcher, President William B. 
Preston, and Elders Elias Morris and C. O. Card. |

We had what all the 
old sailors called a very rough passage,

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Head winds most of the way, a heavy 
swell, and sometimes quite a hurricane 
would blow its keen piercing gusts, 
especially about nightfall. The seus 
would strike the vessel, and muke her 
tremble from “stem to stern ;” but she 
rode far easier in that rough weather, 
than some vessels on which I crossed 
previously in finer weather. I was 
surprised to see the Saints so soon able 
to get around and enjoy themselves 
on deck whenever the least oppor- 
tunity offered. They seemed to be 
almost universally blessed with a 
appetite, and from what I could learn 
their wants were amply supplied. All 
seemed happy and contented, and 
with the exception of an infant and a 
man who was troubled with rbeuma- 
tI en and heart disease when he left 
8 all seemed to enjoy very fair 
health. On one day we saw in our 
immediate vicinity, as many as twelve 
ice bergs, 2 thesunlight as they 
ere washed by the waves, which leaped 
Up on to them and produced quite a 
13 for an artist. The next morn- 
we found ourselves approachin 
an immense field of ice which seem 
stationary. We had to change our 
évlirse to direct south for two hours, 
and ran along the face of the ice-bank 
for what was estimated as thirty-five 
miles. After this we were troubled 
with a thick fog till evening, when 
fortunately it cleared off, and we 
could sail safely again without bein 
molested in our dreams by the sound of 
the merciless fog horn. The officers of 
the Nevada are a particularly agree- 
able and pleasant set of men, and the 
stewards the most efficient and courte- 
ous I have found on any vessel in my 
travels. I was never better waited on 
in five times crossing the ocean than 
on this last trip. © testimony of 
the intermediate was, I believe, the 
fame as that of the saloon passengers, 
us to attention and courteous behavi- 
our on the part of those who waited 
upon them. The emigrants were well 
looked after under the kind and effi- 
cient presidency of Elder Donaldson 
and others of the Elders on board, 
isted by many of their own num- 
r in various capacities. 
As to the land journey, it was the

Many times 1 was in- 
vited into strangers’ houses to partake 
of their-hospitality, and explain unto 
them the principles of the Guspel, 
and have taken great pleasure in so 
doing. I am pleased to state that I 
have been an instrument in the hands 
of the Lord of converting a few to the 
knowledge of the truth, and have had 
the pleasure of witnessing their 
tism into the fold of Christ. I held 
a great many open-air meetings while 
in the Manchester Conference, and 
only encountered upposition twice; 
even these disturbunces only assisted 
in advertising the principles of our 
belief, as is the case in most instances 
of this kind. I have stood in the
